Ships Strandril, Bridges Washed Awa}

Ijosnox, Nov. 12. — A severe storm 


raged over Scotland, the northern part 
of England and Ireland. Telegraphic 
communication and railroad traffic were 
seriously interfered with.

club car. Here he is sure of finding 
a seat, and ~a& and his fellow aristo- 
crats throw off their coats, take 
scats in wicker chairs and Joan back 
to snjoke and read their papers or 
take part ia games of cards. Tbe 
clnb car man belongs to a social or- 
ganization "overned like any other 
club, which hires a special car from 
the company for the use of its mem- 
bers. The ear is attached to a cer- 
tain morning and evening train, and 
only the members are allowed to en- 
ter it 


Next in social importance among 


the suburban passengers is the busi- 
ness man who has been a commuter 
for many years and -who has kj;ovrn 
the conductor ever since he was a 
brakeman. He is recognized as a man 
of property and is possibly a stock- 
holder in the road. Ho bows even 
to the conductor with an air of con- 
descension and issues orders to the 
brakeman. as to the opening and 
closing of windows and doors or the 
raising and lowering of the lights. 
He generally manages, to secure a 
whole seat for himself unless some 
friend enters the car with him.. 


The smoking car commuter forms 


another class. He also is on familiar 
terms with the conductor, but in a 
different way. He does not take 
liberties-with him, hut greets him 
each morning. With the smoking 
car brakema-n he is on the closest 
terms of friendship, calling him by 
his first name and -'inquiring as to 
his health and that of all the other 
employees in the suburban service. 
Tho smoking car commuter is of 
course an inveterate card player.' He 
is usually either a-clerk or young 
business man, hut sometimes elder- 
ly men are not graduated into the 
aristocratic classes, but remain all 
their lives frequenters of the smok- 
ing car and devotos of the card ta- 
ble on the trains. 


What the club car man is to the 


ordinary commuter the commuter 
is to the occasional passenger. The 
commuter, even if Jje has not had 
OBg experience, enjoys the distinc- 
tion which a monthly ticket gives 
to him over the hearer of a single 
trip ticket. He presents his hook or 
commutation ticket .with a careless 
air, and/the .conductor, recognizing 
his face, gives only a hasty glance 
at his ticket He remains engrossed 
in. his newspaper -while the train 
is passing through tho open coun- 
tryi yet views with resignation 
the-approach of the tunnel •which 
inrpelaAim to lay. it down. He looks. 
wiih"ais'favor.. on the unaccustomed 
traveler who raises a window on tbe 
dustiest day and •who takes an. in-, 
terest in.the scenery along the route. 


The occasiqniJ passenger—just the 


holder of-SB -ordfeary trip ticket—is 
so far down in the social scale in the 
crowded - morning and 
afternoon 


trains that h« sometimes wonders 
that he.is allowed to exist at all. He 
looks about with distrust, and if ,he 
has a seat befeide a commuter he 
hurriedly produces his ticket as the 
conductor approaches and conceals 
it in his hand in a shamefaced way 
untilhe can pass it to the conductor. 
If ie is a sensitive man, he is afraid 
to touch.the window until he finds 
whether the commuters raise the 
other windows or allow them to re- 
main closed. If the window beside 
him is open, he may wonder at one 
part of the route to see other pas- 
sengers closing the windows, and it 
is not until he enters the tunnel tbat 
he realizes that he has shown his ig- 
norance, by failing to recognize the 
scenery near the entrance to tbe 
tunnel, which has warned the com- 
muters thnt the outside air must be 
excluded. This and a few other.ex- 
bfoitions of his lack of familiarity 
with tra-el on the road put. him in 
a condition of proper humility, and 
he is ready before the and of his 
short journey to recognize his true 
position among suburban travelers.

I said to a German farmer whom 
I met, "Vcm all seem to prosper here; 
will you inform ine how yon do it:" 


"Well, we rcilk 40 cows, aud there 


are myself and wife and eight children. 
The women and children fetid the nlat 
of pocnmbers and pick them. 
We men 


take care of the cows and farm crops. 
We pnt in two or three aeras of cncnm- 


:, and they are sold at the canning 


factories, and wife and children get 
enough from them to pay all onr living 
expenses, so we have all the profits 
from ocr milk to pay rent and lay by 
tu br.y r. farm in a faw years."

I believe if 
every farmer had enough of this variety 
of apples to feed his eo-vvs a pccic spies 
every day they would prove more vain 
able than grain in keeping np the milk 
flow. Of course apples can be so fed as 
to become an injury.

with dairying the potato crop is one o; 
great importance. 
There are few years 


in which at some time between digging 
and planting time potatoes will not 
bring 50 cents. At this price they are a 
paying Crop, and are \v Ortii tJi is to feet; 
cows in winter. 1 know this will astou- 
.ish many, but, as in other things, there 
is a right way and a wrong way of do- 
ing it. 
Suppose cows are receiving an 


average of ten pounds of grain a day, if 
two days each week ten pounds of cut 
•potatoes are substitnted for the usual 
grain feed there will be no decrease in 
•inautity of milk or butter; in fact, 
cows will keep in hotter thrift for this 
Scuiiweekly change of diet.
